Oi course, any­ 
where that bare feet are the rule 
is a hotbed ci possible infection— 
gymnasium, swimming pools, and 
nowadays, barracks. 
Many Varieties 
It affects only the skin and never 
invades internal organs. 
In this 
it differs from 
nearly 
all 
other 
fungi and bacteria th at affect the 
hum an bodv 
I write “it" when T refer to the 
fungus, but ill; ’ e are m any var­ 
ieties and some of them respond to 
cue treatm ent and some to another 
The lungi, whatever their variety, 
multiply only in dead tissue, never 
in living coll.v Therefore if your 
infection 
becomes 
chronic, 
the 
fungi are likely to m ake a place 
for themselves in the old, peeling 
skin, or in th« toenail bed between 
the toes, or on the soles of the feet 
—places where there is an abun­ 
dant supply of old. dead tissue. 
Moisture, sweat, scaling and sot,gy 
skin make wonderful fertilizer for 
tne ling worm.
